wealth of confidence as an upright or 
impartial judge. Debs may have de- 
served all he got, and more too, but, as 
in other crimes, he shoxild have had the 
right of trial by jury. It was not in- 
cumbent on the judge to 
sentence.

Ten per cent, reduction on rattan 


chairs this week at Fuller Bros, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The report of 


the republican members of the bank- 
ing and currency -committee on the 
Carlisle banking bill begins with the 
statement that the signers "most 
heartily and enthusiastically join with 
the democratic majority of the com- 
mittee in repudiating the measure." 


The report states that the whole ac- 


tion of the party majority of the com- 
mittee was most extraordinary and not 
approved by its voting majority. The 
bill was only read in committee in part 
on one occasion, and an opportunity to 
consider or amend it was refused both 
to the democratic and republican mem- 
bers. 


The report continues that it is the 


opinion of a number of the most clear- 
headed and eminent financiers in the 
country that if the Carlisle bill is 
enacted lnto,a law it will within twen- 
ty days precipitate a panic far mo.re se- 
vere than that of 1893, as it would com- 
pel the forced sale upon the market of 
nearly 8200,000,000 worth of United 
States bonds within six months, 


"This lias to to report tho bill Is sill the more 


Inexplicable," the report adds, "when It IB re- 
membered that Secretary Carlisle testified 
that this bill, which t;- had drafted himself for 
the relief of the treasury, would not in any 
event relieve It materially for five years, and 
might not for twenty years." 


The report calls the attention to cer- 


tain sections of the bill and sharply 
criticises them. The shortcomings in 
the Carlisle bill from the minority 
standpoint are accounted for by the 
probable haste with which the bill was 
drawn, inasmuch as Secretary Carlisle 
informed the committee that he had 
dictated it hastily to his stenographer. 


"Whatever legislation is had with reference 


to the finances of tho country or banking, in 
its effects upon national banks, should be per- 
missive and not mandatory as lo national 
banks while their present charters continue. 
To provide na in Section 7, can not bo justified 
upon any principle of safe legislation. As has 
been before stated, It could not, fail to produce 
a panic, and the recklessness of such legisla- 
tion would startle not only the financiers In 
this country, but of the world." 


In the opinion of the minority the 


provisions of exemptions as to state 
tanks would drive every existing na- 
tional bank, that desired to take out 
circulating notes, into the state bank 
system if the bill were enacted. The 
taxation of national banks 
would 


amount to 55,000,000 annually under 
the present bill, which there is no rea- 
son to believe would be imposed upon 
them under the state system. 


"Furthermore, the states, even the most 


conservative among them, would be far more 
liberal than the United States as regards 
bonds, or any other security or redemption 
funds, for they may require the deposit of no 
bonds whatever." 


The minority can not believe it was 


the intention of the framers of the 
Carlisle bill to discriminate in favor of 
state banks or to force the national 
banks to operate under state charters. 
Yet such, in their opinion, would be 
the inevitable effect if the bill became 
a law in ita.present form. 


The report directs attention to the 


fact that all the witnesses who ap- 
peared before the committee objected 
seriously to the bill, and those who did 
not repudiated many of its sections 
upon cross-examination, 


"The chairman, Mr. Springer, presented a 


letter to the committee from a western banker 
approving the Carlisle bill, read It, and pro- 
posed to put it In the record, and when asked 
if he had other letters from bankers concern- 
Ing the bill, lie replied, 'Yes, as many as fifty,', 
and when asked if they all approved of the 
bill, his reply was 'No, only this one.' 


"The passage of tho Carlisle bill may meet 


some political exigency of which we do not 
know, but we do know that its passage will 
aggravate rather than relieve tho perplexities 
of the final situation, and especially that of tho 
United States treasury. 


"The United States legal tender notes with- 


drawn from circulation, did all existing na- 
tional banks take out all the circulation per- 
mitted under the bill, would only be $151,000,- 
000,.still leaving $350.000,000 to vex the treasury. 


"This would not afford any substantial relief 


to tho constant drain of gold from the treasury. 
It would make still more conspicuous, and 
thus more urgent, the demand for gold upon 
the treasury, and tbs notes Issued under the 
bill would make confusion worse confounded 
tu the currency by adding from one to forty- 
live more kinds of money to those already ex- 
isting. 


"Twice within a short time has the house de- 


clared its unalterable opposition to allowing 
state banks to issue currency notes, once on 
June 0, 1892, by a vote of 8-1 tor, to 118 against 
it. and npaln under the leadershipagalnststate 
banks 01 tho g;;llant and versatile gentleman 
from Illinois, Hon. Wm. M. Springer, on June 
6, 180-1, by a vote to repeal the 10 per cent, tax, 
of 102 for to 178 against it. Therefore we pro- 
tost against consuming the time of the houso 
In n profitless discussion of thin objectionable 
section of the Carlisle hill. 


"Finally, we lire of the opinion that it Is not 


safe for the house to enter upon the line of 
legislation proposed until some bill is brought 
before It that has received far more attention 
than the Carlisle bill, and we recommend that 
it be Indefinitely postponed."

and Diabolical Scene. 


In January, 1799, at the town of 


Aquilla, in the Abruzzo, then held by 
a garrison of four hundred French 
troops, 'the peasants broke into the 
town, and, though they were driven 
out «by the French, they continued to 
give serious trouble. They even drove 
the French into the forj and made 
ready to bombard them with heavy 
Hfuns. The, French were i-n an awk- 
ward position. 


Boulert, the officer of artillery, ran- 


sacking his brains for the means of 
sending out men to spike the guns on the 
g-lacis, under the fire of the insurgents 
from the neighboring houses, suddenly 
remembered that he had seen in his 
tncig-azine some suits of plate armor, 
and he proposed to try whether, pro- 
tected by them, men "could not sally 
out and work in security under the 
musketry fire. He got together twelve 
complete suits, and dressed out twelve 
gunners and grenadiers, thus selecting 
big men, be it remarked. At a certain 
hotir the garrison lined the covered 
way, and from thence and from the 
fort opened* a steady fire of musketry 
and di artillery on the lines of the in- 
surgents. 


Then out marched the twelve knights 


of the eighteenth century, much in 
David's state of mind when he com- 
plained he bad not proved his armor.

PHILADELPHIA ANQEL FOOD. 


Her Epicures Like York State Snapper* 


Bettor Than Terrapin. 


Months before most city gunners 


think of getting ready their hunting 
traps Old Bill Dudley Is raking In game 
by the ton. Snapping turtles are his 
prey, and as there is no closed season 
for birds of that sort, and as no one ex- 
cept himself makes a business of hunt- 
ing them, he has things his own way. 
He supplies Philadelphia, which is the 
only real snapper market In the world. 


They eat snapper some over there, 


says the New York Advertiser, and 
every one they eat comes from Dudley's 
hands. He catches them all in old mill 
dams in New York state. Sometimes 
he lands an old bull snapper weighing- 
forty or fifty pounds, but the average 
one will not pull down more than fif- 
teen. Ten-potmders fetch more money 
than larger ones. He catches them on 
trontliiies baited -with chicken entrails. 
They are packed in barrels and shipped 
to Philadelphia. He caught five hun- 
dred and sixty-one last summer. When 
he can't get ten cents a pound for them 
he holds the snappers in a marshy pen 
till the dealers come to him. There is 
no demand for snapping turtles in New 
York, but Philadelphia epicures con- 
sider them, when prepared with the 
right, sort of Madeira sauce, better eat- 
ing than an)' terrapin that was ever 
cooked.

SPOKEN IN MANY TONGUESt 


Th« Lord's Frmyer Inscribed In Thirty 


Two Different Langancei. 


The Russians now have possession o 


the Mount of Olives, the spot where th 
Lord's prayer was first uttered. The 
apes of the mount is nearly two hun 
dred feet above the hill upon which 
Jerusalem is built, twenty-seven hun 
dr£d feet above the level of the Modi 
terranean and about thirty-nine hun 
dred feet above the sluggish waters of 
the Dead sea. 
On this elevation, upon 


•the exact spot on which tradition saya 
tho prayer was first spoken, the Carme- 
lite sistera-have, through the kindness 
of Mme. do la Tour d'Auvcrgne, who 
furnished the necessary funds, built a 
large convent. The exact, or what is 
claimed to be the exact, spot pressed 
by our Saviour's feet on that celebrated 
occasion, is marked by a pure white 
polished marble cross, and the walls of 
the convent have the prayer inscribed 
upon 
them in thirty-two 
different 


languages. In some instances, the let- 
ters forming the prayer are engraved 
in marble panels; In others, they are 
letters of wood, glued to backgrounds 
suitable to their colors. 
The Russian 


portion of this wonderful collection of 
inscriptions is said to be in letters of 
pure gold, each capital stem being six 
and a fourth inches long and four- 
fifths.of an inch in width. 
Among the 


languages which one would hardly ex- 
pect to find represented are 
the 


Hebrew, the Chinese, the Coptic, the 
Tartarian, and the Japanese. 
The 


Arabian, as it had been a task to relin- 
quish Mohammedism, endawith "Great 
is Christ."

Millions o? Mirmt* OrxunUma In th« Air 


Wo Breathe. 


The evidence deduced by some curious 


experiments recently 
made by the 


world's most noted Estro-meteorolo- 
gists prove tha-t a cubic inch of air at 
sea level contains 350',000,000 molecules. 
From this it is believed (that is, if the 
law of regularly diminishing density 
holds good) that a cubic-inch of air at 
a height of 100 miles will contain 850,- 
(K)0 molecules, gradually diminishing in 
number until at the height of 322 miles 
:i cubic inch of that greatly rarified 
atmosphere cannot contain more than 
a single moleculel Opinions differ, 
however, even among1 the authorities 
as to the actual limit of our atmos- 
phere's height. The smart country 
school-teacher 
of twenty-five years 


ago made it a regular business to re- 
mind some of us larger boys that "the 
earth's atmosphere extends to a height 
of .Mi miles." Prof. Young, the great-
